There has been such a remarkable dearth 
of concerts in Cairo ‘this ‘season that that 
given by the Marquis Francesco Filiasi and 
Maestro Vincenzo Cantavi at the Savoy on 
Wednesday was warmly welcomed both for its 
novelty and for the intrinsic charm of its 
programme.

When Arabi Pasha’s rebollion ooourred in 1889, 
immediately after the bombardment of Alex. 
andria, General Alison arrived in“Bgypt. With 
at firata very small force, inclading marines 
and sailors landed by Sir Beauchamp Seymour 
from the fleet, under 5,000 men, he took over 
the ocodpation and defence of Alexandria. 
Order was speedily restored, the forts osonpied, 
and the Egyptian army, which had retired a 
few miles to escape the cannon of the fleet, sat 
down and menaced the city: [n a short time Sir 
Archibald, with a mere shandfal of troops 
marched out from Moliarrem Bey Gato cleared 
the enemy out of Ramleh, and iovited- the 
“Arabists” to come oat from their worke 
at Kafr Dawar and accept battle ia front of, 
Melahah Janction.And there were several brisk 
skirmishes when the honours were with our 
troops, the left of which rested upon historic 
ground, where Abercrobie fonght and fall: 


It was in these shorchiog, hard working’ days 
that Captain John Fisher, now First Soa Lord 
and Admiral of ths Fleet, organived and fought 
the armoor-clad train, and Alison and. every- 
body so repeatedly “trailed their coats” to get 
astand-op fight ontof Arabi and bis men, 
When the great turning movement.-was’inade 
by Wolzeley to Ismailia,Genetal Alison led the 
Highland Brigade at Tel el Kebir. He was in 
front of his men on that trying night march of 
Sept. 13, 1882; si their head jastas dawn 
was coming. Sword in hand, he showed them 
the way to the ‘‘Arabist” forts, works,and. 
trenches, and roaring, ‘Charge !” atill as leader.’ 
struck like an irresistible avalanche of ateel 
and blood the astounded Egyptians, Cheering 
and yelling, the Highlanders awept over the 
enemies’ works, thrusting all opposition aside 
with their bayonets.The grand, picturesque 
soldier scrambled to the parapet of one of the 
forte, and from there gave directions that 
helped to secure the swiftest and moat decisive 
viotory of all modern wars. Subseqnently Sir 
Archibald was for about a year in command of 
the troops left in Egypt.
